“In the year 1815, [ removed from Wilton, Me. to the 
State of N. Y. In the month of November, Elder Zebulon 
Dean came from Benton to Phelps, in the neighborhood 
where [ lived, to hold a meeting. I had some talk with 
him, and found there had been a large church in Benton, 
but it was scattered, and only seven members remained uni- 
ted. In June, 1816, 1 with seven more jomed the Benton 
church. This church, from the remote parts, was some- 
thing near forty miles, and when we met together, we had 
happy times. The distance was great, we had to travel ; 
yet we always found the GREAT HEAD OF THE CHURCH to meet 
with us. 

In 1818, I think there was a church planted in Lyons. In 
1819, May Ist, there was a church planted in Phelps, and 
about the same time, another in Wayne, Co. of Stuben. 
In February 1820, there was another church planted in Ju- 
nus Co. of Seneca. September 16th, 1820, another church 
Was planted in Pennsylvania, Stoney-Fork, Tioga County.

Three weeks ago yesterday, I had a call to visit Roxbu- 
ry, a newly settled town, about twenty miles south of Mont- 
pelier.

Though 
ihey have no intention of being false to their trust, yet such 
is their mind and confidence im all their acquamtance, that 
they unwarily make intimates of all, and commit their own 
secrets and yours to them, by which means, the whole is 
published to the world. ‘Therefore, trust not your friends, 
but prove them, before you put too much confidence in them. 
This will require both discernment and firmness. Mark 
well on what their friendship toward you is founded. If i¢ 
be founded on interest, they will desert and betray you in 
adversity. If it be founded on the love of flattery, they 
will be your friends no longer, than you pay them in their 
owncoin. [fit be founded on the love of novelty, a few 
weeks or months at most will make it sicken and die with 
old age. If on beauty, the eclipses of disease, or the wrin- 
kles of age, will make it go out in darkness like an expiring 
taper. And if it rests on some favors bestowed, and others 
expected, it will change into ingratitude, when you cease te

answer their expectations i bestowing favors. But if it h 
founded on the love ol God and man, and aLISes Ot . 
heart filled with the spirit of truth; and truly regarding, 
loving peace, and willing to weep with those that weep, and 
rejoice with those that rejoice; then you may trust. hin a8 
vour friend. But in so nice a choice, you will need firmness © 
because those, who ask no other price for their friendshin 
than to be entrusted with all your secrets, will uudoubtediy 
be affronted, and charge you with want of confidence. . The Ms 


charge is just, and it 1s your duty to prove it so, by refusing d 
to confide in them. Only furnish such people with mater. ff : 
als, by resigning your secrets, and they will alter, mix, and : 
{:ame them in such a manner as to erect a temple of conty- | 
sion, and an alter to sacrifice the peace of a whole town of . 
nation; and they will make you, if possible, worship at the , 
feet of the Goddess Conéention, in all the fervency of infur 
ated zeal. ,
